DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 34-35, 37-38, 41-43, 45-46 and 49 are presented for further examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 34-35, 37-38, 41-43, 45-46 and 49 are allowed. 

As per independent claims 34 and 42, the prior art fails to teach a method for 
simulating a digital circuit, wherein a wrapper is used for facilitate automatic threading, 
wherein the automatic threading enables the executable simulation to directly call tasks 
in the hardware description language, in combination with the other claimed features 
and or limitations as claimed. 

The applicant has stated that the previous grounds of rejection do not apply since 
Burgoon teaches a system which does not allow for direct data access, but rather, 
allows for the data access to occur using a TCP/IP socket. As the applicant has 
mentioned, Burgoon's disclosed system does not possess the capability of direct data 
access, and as such, Burgoon does not utilize the advantages disclosed by the pending 
claimed invention. That is, the direct data access of the pending claimed invention 
allows for an integrated system that is much faster than Burgoon.
